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Telephone Company Plans Change In Wilmington 
Subscribers to be Polled by Co. SS ne | (eed 


Mr. Eliott R. Jackson, District 
Manager of the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, with 
a Mr. Loring, and a Mr. Grannison 
had a discussion with the Wilming- 
ton Selectmen, Monday night, re- 
garding future plans of the Tele- 
phone Company. 

The company explained that they 
proposed to: include Wilmington in 
what they called an “extended serv- 
ice area”. In doing this, the Wil- 
mington subscribers would be able 
to dial directly any telephone now 
in the Lowell area, plus those of 
Woburn and Reading, without addi- 
tional charge. However, the basic 
rates for telephones would be in- 
creased, for this type of service, 
private lines having a one dollar 
per month increase, two party lines 
a 50 cent per month, and four party 
lines a twenty-five cent pér month 
increase for this system. Business 
phones would get a still greater in- 
crease, under the proposal. 

The Selectmen had a few ques- 
tions to ask the telephone company. 
No, 1 was: Why wasn't Wilmington 
included in the Metropolitan area of 
Boston? The company explained 
that, basicly, the distance was too 
great. They further explained that 
it would cost the people of Wil- 
mington too much, 

‘The Selectmen were not satisfied 
with this answer, but it was the only 
answer that they could get from 
the company. The question was 
greatly discussed, but the company 
stood firm. 

The Company explained that they 
had made a study of the telephone 
calls going out of Wilmington, and 
that Woburn, Reading and Lowell 
were the places most calleg. On be- 
ing questioned by one of the Select- 
men, they admitted. that they had 
made no study of the calls between 
Wilmington and Boston. 

Under this new system, the com- 
pany pointed out, Wilmington would 
not lose its identity as a telephone 
exchange, and every Wilmington 
subscriber would be able to dial di- 
rectly any other telephone in Wo- 
burn, Reading, Chelmsford, Dracut, 
Billerica, Tewksbury and Lowell. 

The Town Manager asked if the 
company had any plans to increase 
the number of services in Wilming- 
ton. The company said that the 
number of services had been in- 
creased, and showed figures, and 
that a much larger service was 
planned, end materials were ordered 
for this service. No date was given 
‘on any such increase in service. 

‘The company asked the Selectmen 
if they had any advice to offer. The 
Selectmen did have advice, and they 
offered it. 

“Poll the telephone Subscribers 
in Wilmington!” “See what the citi- 
zen wants!” 

‘The company promised to do so.

In the last few weeks, Wilmington 
has lost three more of its elm trees.
